If a doctor’ does not 
know what remuneration he will receive, he will never be able 
to pay due attention to the treatment of a patient. If the 
Political Agent determines the amount of the fee, the treat- 
ment of the patient will depend on him. The result of the 
orders above referred to will be that native princes will cease 
to have recourse to doctors for treatment in case of sickness. 
Dr. Freyer has cured the Nawéb and the prime minister of 
Rémpur of very serious diseases, and therefore the honorarium 
of one lakh of rupees paid him by the Naw4b cannot be con- 
sidered exorbitant. The large fee received by him attracted 
the attention of the Government of India, which will allow 


him to retain the fee, but has issued orders with a view to 
prevent the payment of such large fees in future. Had there 


been any able and experienced native physicians, the Azdd 
would have rejoiced at the issue of such orders which are 
calculated to put a stop to the treatment of native chiefs by 
doctors. But there are no good physicians, and the treat- 
ment of patients in case of serious sickness entirely depends on 
doetors, Hence native chiefs should protest against the orders 
and get them eancelled.

Vaccination inthe North- CO2tinuation of its previous article on 


Western Provinces and vaccination i in the North-Western Pro-

‘vinces and Oudh, observes that it 


appears from Administration Reports that in 1885 throughout 
the provinces, excepting the Agra and the Meerut Divisions, 
477,087 children were vaccinated, of whom in. the case of 
82 419 children, that is 19 per cent., the operation was 
unsuccessful or death occurred. In 1886, 485,832 children 


were vaccinated, of whom in the case of 76,992 children, that is 
16 per cent., the operation was unsuccessful or death occurred. 


Sixteen and 19 per cent. are really very high rates of failures and 


deaths. It is to be regretted that no explanation of these high 


rates is given in the Administration Reports, The Hindustdén 


is of opinion that such high rates of failures and mortality are 


due to the use of bad lymph and the want of due care on the 
part of vaccinators in vaccinating, and the carelessness of the 
parents in protecting children. If Government insisted on the 
vaccinators using good lymph, and performing their duties 
more carefully, and the people took proper care of the children, 
the rate of failures and deaths would soon fall off. In 1885. 
there were 662 vaccinators in the North-Western Provinces 
and Oudh, who vaccinated 697,610 children ; and as the vac- 
cinating season extends from 15th November ‘ 15th February, 
each vaccinator vaccinated 11 childrena day on anaverage. In 
1886 the number of vaccinators was 660 and that of children 

vaccinated by them 713,916, so that 12 children were vaccinated 
each day by a vaccinator. The Hindustdn thinks that in spite 
of the loss of time incurred in persuading the people, each vacci- 
nator should vaccinate about 30 children every day, and asks 
Government to increase the number of vaccinators, on the 
ground that 660. or 662 vaccinators are not sufficient for the 
requirements of these provinces. Governmentis entitled to the 
gratitude of the entire population for the introduction of vae- 
cination, which has already greatly reduced ‘mortality from 
small-pox. Every intelligent native should encourage the 
spread of vaccination by constantly explaining ‘its advantages 
to his neighbours. » In conclusion, the Hindustdn urges that 


vaccinators should take lymph only from healthy c'ildren, 
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and not from such whose — suffer from any hereditary 
disease.

report is also characterized by another fault, which has escaped 
the notice of the Local Government. It does not specify the 
number of successful Muhammadan candidates compared with 
Hindu. candidates for the various examinations except the 
Middle Class Examinations, and therefore persons interested 
in promoting the cause of Muhammadan education are unable 
to judge of the progress made during the last year. If the 
Director of Public Instruction does not take a special interest 
in Muhammadan education, as seems to be the case, the 
matter cannot be too deeply regretted. The Najymu-l-Akhbar 
then refers to the increase in the number of successful Mu- 
hammadan candidates and the decrease in that of the Hindu 
candidates for the Anglo-Vernacular and the Vernacular Mid- 
dle Class Examinations in 1888 as compared with 1887, and 
remarks that if only population is taken into account, the 
proportion of the Muhammadan candidates appears to be 
large. But it should be observed that Musalméns are neither 
so rich as Hindus, nor do they carry on trade, agriculture and 
other industries. Moreover, the Muhammadan students gene- 
rally leave school after passing the Middle Class Examination, 
while the Hindu boys continue to prosecute their studies still 
further. If the former do not acquire high education, they 
must be content with posts of small pay and should not blame 
Government for their exclusion fons the higher ranks of the 
public. service.
